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The star of our National Currency section is a 
newly found serial number 1 $10 Brown Back from 
the First National Bank of Philipsburg, Montana. This 
incredible discovery example is just the second note 
to come forward on the charter!

L776 Ss 
Georgia 
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GA-66. Georgia. 1776. 5 Shillings. PCGS Currency Very Fine 30 
PPQ. No. 4299. Locating any mid-grade and problem free example 
of this type can be extremely challenging. This note is quite the piece 
for the grade with still bold penned details and strong printing of the 
primary design. It is highly unusual to find a “Crown” note with bright 
paper and having earned the PPQ designation. In the past, this same 
note twice has sold for over $1,000. Rarely offered any better. 


$1,000-$1,500 
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Large framed Massachusetts Promissory Bond. Dated at Boston. 
July 1, 1718. Payable Jan. 1, 1719. Signed by John Coleman. Also 
signed by Henry Francklyn and Edward Milly, Jr. Signed by John 
Valentine. The obligation shows that John Coleman owed 600 Pounds 
to Andrew Faneuil. Seen with some minor archival restoration. 
Andrew Faneuil was an extremely wealthy merchant, and upon his 
death, left his vast fortune to his nephew, Peter. His gift to the city of 
Boston was Faneuil Hall, a landmark which stands to this day and is 
one of the most highly traveled areas of the city. We rarely ever see 
colonial fiscal items from the pre-1750 era. This is a special item that 
should appeal to a wide swath of collecting interests. 


$1,250-$1,750 
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NC-135. North Carolina. December, 1771. 1 Shilling. PCGS 
Currency Superb Gem New 68 PPQ. No. 19133. Signed by Casswell, 
De Rosset, Rutherford, and Harvey. Basket of fruit vignette. Tied with 
one other for Top Pop at both services combined for the denomination, 
and with three others for the entire colony of North Carolina. The 
One Shilling denomination is much scarcer as the Population Reports 
and Auction Archives bear out. There were sewn bundles of sheets 
with either denominations of 2s6d-5s-10s or 2s6d-10s-1L. The known 
sheets that have the one shilling denomination in the bottom position 
easily accounts for less than ten percent of all sheets from this issue. 
The only example we have sold that can approach this was a PCGS 
Gem New 66PPQ that realized $500 in our 2013 Winter Baltimore 
sale.

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NJ-177. New Jersey. March 25, 1776. 3 Shillings. PCGS Currency 
About New 50. No. 41266, Plate A. Imprint of Isaac Collins. Signed by 
Robert Smith, John Hart, and John Stevens, Jr. John Hart was a signer 
of the Declaration of Independence, therefore making notes bearing 
his signature always in great demand. In a sale just a few months ago, 
we saw a PMG About Unc 50 EPQ example sell for $1,260.

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NJ-195. New Jersey. January 9, 1781. 1 Shilling, 6 Pence. PMG 
Choice Uncirculated 64. No.17418. Signed by B. Smith and R. Neil. 
Boldly printed Coat of Arms emblem at left, as well as leaf nature print 
on the back. The margins are simply enormous on all sides, thereby 
giving this splendid example tons of visual impact. Tied with one other 
example for Top Pop at both combined grading services. Few notes 
from the series are fully Uncirculated, and those that are generally 
exhibit tight margins due to bad centering or mis-cutting. The 
Ford example graded Choice Extremely Fine and brought a healthy 
realization of over $2,500 some fifteen years ago. A dozen years ago we 
sold the Minot example for $1,265 and that graded PMG AU 58 EPQ. 
The most recent example we have sold of this denomination was a 
PCGS Choice New 63 PPQ note that topped $1,500 some half-dozen 
years ago. A premium example.

This odd-denomination note is exactly half the amount of the highest 
denomination, seven shillings 6 pence. Although a little jagged in a 
couple of spots, the margins on this note are superior to those seen 
on most 1781 New Jerseys. It has been seven years of bad luck since 
we have had a chance to offer this denomination, a tightly margined 
AU that sold for over $1,000. Now good luck will prevail, at least for 
one lucky bidder.

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PA-82. Pennsylvania. March 10, 1757. 10 Shillings. PCGS Currency 
Very Fine 25 Apparent. Restorations. No. 4601, Plate A. Dark inks 
are displayed by this Franklin printed 10 Shillings note. Restorations 
are noted by the grading service, primarily around the edges and 
corners.

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PA-87. Pennsylvania. July 1, 1757. 15 Shillings. PCGS Currency 
Very Fine 35. No. 7089, Plate A. Signed by Richardson, Hillborn and 
Wharton. An evenly circulated and sharply detailed 15 Shillings note 
printed by Benjamin Franklin and David Hall. 


$1,250-$1,750 
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PA-96. Pennsylvania. May 20, 1758. 20 Shillings. PMG About 
Uncirculated 50. No. 28487, Plate A. Signed by Charles Thomson, 
Joseph Stretch and Dan Williams. This is a very appealing 20 Shillings 
note produced by the print shop of Ben Franklin and David Hall. The 
engraved design elements are boldly printed and sharply detailed. All 
of the signatures are well signed and very legible. Thomson is known 
for being a signer of the Declaration of Independence and served as 
secretary of the Continental Congress during its entire existence. 


$2,500-$3,500 
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PA-114. Colonial Notes. May 1, 1760. 5 Pound. PMG Very Fine 
25. No. 232, Plate B. This Ben Franklin printed 1760 5 Pound note 
was signed by Charles Thomson. Thomson served as Secretary of 
the Continental Congress from 1774-1789. He was a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence and a modified version of his design was 
chosen as the Great Seal of the United States. 


$1,250-$1,750 
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PA-127. Pennsylvania. June 15, 1767. 40 Shillings. PCGS Currency 
Fine 12 Apparent. Edge Splits and Tears; Minor Stains. No. 1353, 
Plate D. A rare larger format 40 Shillings note from this 1767 issue. The 
face is boldly printed while the back is a touch lighter. PCGS Currency 


comments “Edge Splits and Tears; Minor Stains.”

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PA-132. Pennsylvania. March 1, 1769. 1 Pound, 10 Shillings. PCGS 
Currency Extremely Fine 40 PPQ. No. 3336, Plate D. Imprint of Hall 
and Sellers. An exemplary example of this rare 1769 One Pound Ten 
Shillings note. The printed design elements are sharply detailed and 
darkly inked. Three bold issuing signatures are also observed on this 
lightly handled example which was well deserving of its assigned PPQ 
designation.

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PA-149. Pennsylvania. March 20, 1771. 20 Shillings. PMG About 
Uncirculated 53 EPQ. No. 2258, Plate B. This 1771 dated 20 Shillings 
note is sharply printed in striking red and black inks. Neatly penned 
issuing signatures are also observed. This lightly handled note 
deservedly received the grading service's EPQ designation.

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PA-155. Pennsylvania. April 3, 1772. 18 Pence. PMG Gem 
Uncirculated 65 EPQ. No. 14648, Plate B. Signed by Coates, Dean, 
and Wharton. Only a single example has been graded better at PMG. 
Neither service shows anything better than Gem 66 PQ for this series. 
This evening's offering has wide margins, bold signatures, and great 
embossing. A near condition census piece.

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PA-225. Pennsylvania. April 29, 1780. 5 Shillings. PCGS Currency 
Very Fine 30. No. 1271. Imprint of John Dunlap. Modest circulation 
is observed on this sharply printed and well cut Five Shillings note 
from this April 29, 1780 issue.

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PA-240. Pennsylvania. June 1, 1780. $20. PCGS Currency Very 
Fine 30 Apparent. Center Split Restored. No. 4161. Imprint of Hall 
and Sellers. A wonderful example of this rare $20 note from this 
Guaranteed series. This was the highest denomination of the series 
and the present example is among the most appealing we have seen. 
PCGS Currency comments “Center Split Restored” though any such 
restoration is expertly accomplished and difficult to detect. 


$1,500-$2,500 
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Uncut Sheet of (8) RI-282 to 289. Rhode Island. July 2, 1780. $1 
to $20. PMG Choice Uncirculated 63 EPQ. No. 2317. $1-$20 single 
pane. Signed by Harris and Comstock. Untrimmed in any way and 
seen with all of its original selvage. Technically a Remainder sheet as 
virtually all panes/sheets are found without the endorsement on back. 
We have recently seen a number of cut up sheet singles, with wide 
selvage pieces, selling for $200-$400 each. In our 2018 ANA sale, we 
sold two different panes, both graded PMG Choice Uncirculated 63, 
for $1,320 each. Both of those items were well toned and also had tears 
mentioned on the holder.

RESURGIT, which Newman translates “though crushed it recovers.” 
We have checked auction results for the past couple of decades and 
all of the AU examples of this $1 note have each sold somewhere in 
the $2,000-$5,000 value range. This very note has sold at auction a 
couple of times with an average realized price around $2,500. Very 
undervalued compared to many American currency types and a key 
to any complete high-grade set of Continental Currency. A note that 
deserves to set a new level of achievement for this type.

Nice AU and CU examples 
such as this one is elusive since the vast majority were hard used as 
the smallest piece of paper money change available in commercial 
channels.

(Lafond 550-00.10-1., Rarity-7) An unbelievable rarity that is the 
only example we have had the pleasure of selling. Printed all in red 
ink on one side, green on the other. A full-size note that is a pleasant 
departure from so much of the painfully common diminutive scrip 
found from the Granite state. A piece that is incredibly desirable due to 
its absolute rarity, its artistic color and design, its being an advertising 
note, and if that was not all enough, it comes from a state with a 
bevy of very serious and knowledgeable collectors of great material 
from all genres. The red-inked side tells us that this is from Exeter, 
Rockingham County. It displays intricate “Ten Cents” repeating 
border designs with pretty flourishes at the upper corners, as well as 
an apothecary symbol at bottom center. Signed by Ephraim Fellowes 
in blue ink. He was a lifelong Exeter resident who was a merchant in 
town for many years. Interestingly, this scrip note was dated a mere ten 
days after the birth of his son, Fred S. Fellowes. The green-inked verso 
shows a lovely vignette of a tree-lined series of buildings which, after a 
lengthy search by your cataloger, appears to be a contemporary visage 
of Phillips Exeter Academy. At left is an advertisement for “Fogg & 
Fellowes, Dealers in Newspapers, Periodicals, and Fancy Goods, Fruit 
& Confectionary, Water Street, Corner of String Bridge, Exeter, N.H” 
At right is an advertisement for “Chas. H. Goodwin, Dealer in Drugs, 
Medicines, and Dye Stuffs, Perfumery and Fancy Goods, Books and 
Stationery, and Manufacturer of Goodwin's Ten Per Cent Compound, 
for the Hair, No. 27 Water Street, Exeter, N.H” Even though there 
are some relatively minor scattered foxing stains and trace mounting 
remnants, this is easily one of the most fascinating and intriguing 
pieces of Obsolete Currency that we have had the pleasure to offer.

Over the years, fewer and fewer 
have been seen. This is a bold example and one of the finer examples 
we have seen. More than likely from the notes that passed through 
Ball and Ford decades ago.

There is also an interest paid manuscript from John W. O’Neill of the 
Confederate Depository at Washington, Arkansas stating that he paid 
out $4.25 for 14 months interest. The black printed vignettes on the 
face are sharply detailed while the green border prints and tint are 
boldly colored. PMG comments “Restoration, Previously Mounted” 
on the back of the holder though the note faces up nicely and has 
manuscript endorsements.

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George Casilear Miscellaneous Engravings Book. George Casilear 
first worked for Toppan, Carpenter, Casilear & Co. In 1862 he went to 
work for the National Currency Bureau, which later became the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing. Blank face with ornamental pattern. The 
spine states “Miscellaneous Engravings.” The inside cover shows his 
personal crest with cursive name “George W. Casilear.’ The Latin motto 
“Honor et Veritas” is seen at the lower part of the crest, which translates 
as “Honor and Truth” This book contains 32 engravings with a couple 
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Jacket Mining Co., and other financial adventures, which sadly would 
eventually lead to Grants personal downfall and financial worries as 
Grant's son Buck was involved in a banking and brokerage company 
with Ferdinand Ward, who was discovered to have swindled Grant and 
many other unsuspecting investors out of their money. This personal 
letter is penned on Grants personal monogrammed stationery, hence 
the large blue “G” in the top left corner of the letter. Also included is a 
official portrait of Grant done by the Bureau of Engraving and Printing.

editions. The various design elements of the facsimile bank note are 
keyed to the author’s seven rules for counterfeit detection and “contain 
standard specimens of all the different styles of engraving of the notes of 
all the Banks in the United States.” Interestingly, the plate used to print 
the engraved facsimile note were, according to a later edition, “sold 
at auction some years since, and duplicate dies have been made from 
them and scattered over the country ... and some of them have got into 
counterfeiters’ hands... Therefore no pattern like any of these will ever 
be seen in a genuine note... The plate therefore serves two purposes- 
Ist, illustrating genuine and perfect work; 2d, to guard against genuine 
auction dies used in counterfeits.” To the best of our knowledge, no 
other copy of this edition has been offered in the numismatic market 
in the modern era.

Both 
of those notes are this variety, Fr. 190b (W-1236). This piece 
is fully margined with bright paper and excellent bronzing of 
the security “overprint” (see details below). The large format 
design features the portrait of Salmon P. Chase at left and an 
allegorical female at right representing Peace. At the center is a 
rather familiar eagle with spread wings motif. Though this looks 
very much like that later used on the 1899 Black Eagle Silver 
Certificates, it is in fact a different engraving with minor design 
differences. Around 100 examples of this catalog number are 
known and the present note is the second finest certified. 


$10 Compound Interest Treasury Notes of 1864 


Similar to certain other currency, including the series already 
showcased here, Compound Interest Treasury Notes were 
intended to raise money to fight the Civil War. In contrast to 
the usual procedure of contracting with the American Bank 
Note Co. and the National Bank Note Co., these were printed 
by the National Currency Bureau in the Treasury Department 
Building and were made in denominations up to $1,000, with 
$10 being the lowest. The face has the same motifs as the $10 
Interest-Bearing Notes of 1863, with Salmon P. Chase, Eagle 
of the Capitol, and Peace. At the time Spencer M. Clark was in 
charge of the department, engendering accusations of scandal, a 
scenario described in the Whitman Encyclopedia of U.S. Paper 
Money. 


Compound Interest Treasury Notes of the $10 denomination 
were issued under Acts of March 3, 1863, and June 30, 1864. 
Notes bore interest at the rate of 6% per year, for three years. 
When each note was given out it had the issue date stamped 
on it in red. Accordingly, these vary among notes examined 
today. All notes in this series were printed on four-subject plates 
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lettered A to D, each with the same serial number. The highest 
issued provable print quantity can be calculated by multiplying 
the highest known serial by four. These are slightly larger than 
Legal Tender Notes and measure 3% by 7% inches. 


On the face is the imprint “COMPOUND INTEREST / 
TREASURY NOTE” in bronzing powder, a deterrent to 
counterfeiting, it was thought, but very difficult to apply. In the 
Treasury building a special room was set aside for this purpose. 
This was the first impression to be made on the sheet, although 
it is sometimes referred to as an “overprint.’ The bronzing 
powder, most familiarly used on Fractional Currency, tended 
to flake and deteriorate, with the result that many extant notes 
have imperfect imprints. 


On the back, printed in green, is a schedule of redemption, 
totaling $11.94 if the bill were to be held for the full three years. 
Bills of this type were mostly bought as investments by financiers 
and banking institutions, not used in general commerce by the 
public. As these bills did not accrue interest after the expiration 
date, most were redeemed at the end of three years. Interest on 
the bills authorized in 1863 ceased on June 10, 1867, and interest 
on those authorized in 1864 ceased on May 16, 1868. 


At the expiration of the interest period nearly all were turned 
in to the Treasury Department. Of the 677,940 issued for all 
denominations-a truly incredible quantity-only 2,171 remain 
unredeemed today. Fewer than 150 of these have been identified 
in numismatic hands and many are likely lost for good. Most 
extant examples show extensive wear, which invites further 
investigation, as one would think that most such notes were put 
away and saved.”

1866 when a massive silver deposit was found about 2 miles away 
from what would later be the town center. The town attracted 
investors and miners from across the west and Midwest.

With a population of just around 1,000 people, then 
and today, it is no surprise that two national banks couldnt 
survive.

Pay- 
ment is delinquent and in default if not received in full, in good funds, within fourteen
